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Russians Advancing 
Over Snow at Rate of 


15 to 18 Miles Daily

MOSCOW, Tuesday, Dec. 


22.—(AP—Axis troops “are 


retreating in disorder” in the Middle Don sector, the Russians 


announced early today. 

Russian troops have advanced« 
13 additional miles, and “captured 
several large populated places 
and also trophies and prisoners,” 
the midnight communique said. 

Thirty-nine Axis transport 
planes trying to ferry aid to im- 
perilled enemy troops in_ the 
Stalingrad region also were tre- 
ported destroyed. 

The newest Russian offensive 
had driven along the edge of the 
Ukraine to within 145 miles of 
Rostov tonight and the swift ad- 
vance was pointed directly at the 
city at the mouth of the Don, the 
capture of which would trap a 
million or so Germans in the Cau- 
casus and before Stalingrad. 

Caucasus Gateway. 

The capture of Degieva and 
Sheptukhovka, the latter on the 
Moscow-Rostov railway 20 miles 
north of threatened Millerovo, 
were the nearest approaches to 
the Don city, which is the gateway 
to the Caucasus. 

The half-frozen Germans mount- 
ed desperate counterattacks in a 
vain effort to stem the tide of the 
middle Don offensive, but the Rus- 
sians said in their midday com- 
munique: 

“Under the blows of our troops 
the enemy is rolling back to the 
southwest suffering heavy losses.’ 

(The German. communique 
said that the Russians broke 
their defense front in embit- 
tered tank and infantry fight- 
ing in the Don sector, but that 
flank .ttacks prevented the 

Soviets from expanding their 

success. A Russian break- 

through on the Terek-Cauca- 
sus front also was acknowl- 
edged, but the Germans said

said they warded off violent 
attacks on Velikie Luki and 
west of Torpets.) 


Juncture Looms. 

A juncture of the month-old 
Stalingrad offensive with the new- 
est drive below Voronezh appeared 
probable if not already effected. 

One Stalingrad force driving 
from the northwest along the rail- 
way from the Volga city west to- 
ward Likhaya was within 170 
miles of Rostov and the southwest 
wing in the Kotelnovkoski region 
was about the same distance away. 

The adjoining, merging offen- 
sives thus were not only increasing 
the peril to German troops still 
doggedly holding to the narrowing 
Stalingrad salient, but were recap- 
turing great masses of farm lands 
of the Don Cossacks. Upwards of 
65,000 square miles in southwest 
Russia already have been seized in 
a month and now the coal, iron 
and hydroelectric riches of the 
lower Don basin are near the 
charging Russian vanguards.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—(4)—In a major move to simplify price 
regulations, OPA announced today that beginning some time next 
month, retail ceiling prices for each type of food will be standardized 
in each community according to the type of store.

Fleeing Axis Force

The French troops withstood a

communique said. The RAF lent 
strong support in thie fight, it was 
added. 

Reuters heard the Morocco ra- 
dio broadcast what it termed a 
French headquarters communique 
saying also that -French troops 
captured positions south and south- 


east of Pont-du-Fahs and also took 
a number of prisoners. |

Spelled End for Jap Battleship

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—(A)— 
It took just four

ever, a Japanese destroyer crossed 
her bow 80 closely that it had to 
make a sharp, emergency turn to 
avoid a collision. 

The destroyer then opened fire 
at 300 yards, too close for the 
San Francisco’s main batteries to 
be brought to bear. A gun captain 
named McCullough solved _ the 
problem by sighting along the 
barrel of a five-inch gun and [firing 
so accurately that he hit either 
the destroyer’s torpedo tubes or 
depth charges, because on the 
fourth shot it blew up and disap- 
peared. 


Cruiser Explosion. 


The encounter with the battle- 
ship and the destroyer stood out 
most clearly in the San Francisco’s 
experience, Rynerson said. How- 
ever, he reported that the cruis- 
er’s score for the battle also in- 
cluded the sinking of another de- 
stroyer and the severe damaging 
of a light cruiser, which also was 
eventually sunk. 

One of the things he remembers 
most vividly was the explosion of 
an enemy light cruiser. 


“There were clouds at about 
5,000 feet,” he related, “and you 
could see the incandescent gas go 
up to the clouds and on into them. 
The baitle seemed to stop and 
everybody watched that sight. The 
column of gas was red, with smoke 
mixed ‘in it. The whole ship seems 
to have gone up at once. It was 
quite effective and I don’t want 
to see it again.” 

Ship Challenged. 

As the San Francisco was with- 
drawing through treacherous Sea- 
lark channel she was challenged 
by an American ship and was hard 
put to it to identify herself, all 
lights having been disabled. A 
signalman saved the situation by 
blinking out an identification by 
flashlight. - 


“After we pulled out,” Rynerson 


said, “I was watching the battle 
still going on, and there were more 
engagements there than we had 
ships in our task force. That’s why 
I’m sure the Japanese were fight- 
ing among themselves in the con- 
fusion.” : 

He cited several instances of 
heroism of wounded mea as evi- 
dence of the determination of the 
crew to save the vessel at any cc t 
to themselves. He said that one 
man in a burning ammunition 
room carried out in his arms, al- 
though burned and wounded a box 
of flaming ammunition and ex- 
tinguished it. 

“Picnic Battle.” 

The San Francisco participated 
in October in another surprise at- 
tack on a smaller Japanese force, 
setting off what Rynerson called 
a “picnic battle.” In that fight, 
known as the battle of Cape Espe- 
rance, only one enemy ship put up 
effective resistance, Rynerson said. 

That vessel hit the American 
cruiser Boise, putting her forward 
The 
Boise turned so that her after guns 
could be brought to bear and with 
the San* Francisco opened fire on 
the enemy vessel, which sank im- 
mediately, Rynerson said. 

The American task force picked 
up some Jap survivors and they 
wanted to know, Rynerson § said, 
“What were those ships that were 
firing like machineguns?” 

He added that he himself had 
never seen ships shoot so fast. Of 
the Japanese sailors rescued, he 
said that “they had been taken en- 
tirely by surprise, and one of them 
said the first he knew of the battle 
was when he saw the Americans 
open fire and the next thing he 
knew he was in the water.”

Takes Oath as 
State Justice 


Former Newnan Attor-. 


ney Will Assume Of- 
fice January 1. 


William Yates Atkinson, color- 
ful Newnan attorney and cam- 
paign adviser to Governor-elect 
Ellis Arnall, was sworn in by 
Governor Talmadge as a justice of 
the state supreme court yesterday. 

He will assume office January 
1, succeeding Samuel C. Hewlett, 
of Atlanta, temporarily appointed 
by Talmadge after the death of 
Justice Samuel C. Atkinson, no re- 
lation to the new justice. 

W. Y. Atkinson was nominated 
by the state Democratic conven- 
tion last October upon the death 
of Samuel Atkinson, who had been 
renominated in the September 
primary. 

The Newnan justice, son of a 
former Governor of Georgia for 
whom a county was named, re 
signed as chairman of the state 
Democratic executive committee 
to accept the nomination. He was 
elected in the November general 
election. 

At the time of his election to the 
supreme court he was serving as 
solicitor general of .the Coweta 
circuit, a post to which he was 
elected January 1, 1921. He had 
met with no opposition at the polls 
since that time. 

He resigned that position yes- 
terday and Talmadge appainted 
Leon L. Meadors, solicitor of the 
city court at LaGrange, to com- 
plete the unexpired term. 

Duke Davis, of LaGrange, an 
assistant attorney general from 
April, 1938, to January, 1940, will 
succeed Meadors, the Governor's 
office announced. Davis was judge 
of the same court from 1919 to 
1924. The unexpired term of Mead- 
ors as solicitor runs until January 
1, 1944. 

Chief Justice Charles S. Reid 
and other members of the supreme 
court gathered in the Governor’s 
office to witness the swearing in 
of Atkinson. 

The Gevernor also swore in 
State Labor Commissioner Ben T. 
Huiet, who was re-elected. He 
will begin a four-year term Jan- 
uary 1, since the last legislature 
changed the labor commissioner’s 
term of office from two to four 
years.

Dorothy Thompson Says: 


If we review the history of the 
relations between Hitler and the 
officers’ corps of the German 


army, we see that it has always 
represented a potential menace to 
him, We see that the strain be- 
tween Hitler’s Nazis and the army 
has on at least two occasions al- 
most come to a breaking point, 
that it has relaxed only in times 
of successive victories, and that it 
has now culminated in a whole 
wale reorganization which has put 
party generals into the leading 
military positions. Heinrich Himm- 
ler is now picking the army chiefs. 

There is encouragement for us 
in this, from a purely military 
standpoint. But the situation also 
contains serious dangers. The of- 
ficers’ corps, which retained an 
unbroken link with the code and 
tradition of the Prussian army, 
had certain inhibitions. This code 
and tradition were systematically 
broken down by Nazi party pene- 
tration into the army. But rem- 
nants of it remained and were in- 
corporated in the leading officers. 


Now none of that code and tradi- 
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tion remain. The German army is 
in the hands of desperadoes, and 
there is nothing they will not do 
to preserve the Nazi regime from 
defeat. 

Terrorism Intensified. 

We are seeing the immediate ef- 
fects of Hitler’s army purge in the 
intensification of brutalities in oc- 
cupied countries and in the blood- 
curdling massacre of all European 
Jews. On December 17, Tass re- 
ported from Moscow that the “Ger- 
man High Command” had set up, 
at the request of Himmler, a “Bal- 
kan Punitive Council.” It is led 


by the Governor of Belgrade, Gen.- | 


eral Loehr, and two S. S. generals. | 
Their mission is to “clear the Bal- | 
kan peninsula of anti-German ele- 
ments. The council includes the | 
Nazi general Kurt Daluege, succes- 


sor of the notorious Heydrich in) 


Czechia, the Fascist-Rumanian dic- 
tator, Antonescu, and the Italian 
commander of occupation troops 
in Greece. 

This little item is the symptom 
of the degeneration of the Ger- 
man army command, which has 
flung to the winds every vestige of 
a military code of honor. From 
shooting selected hostages for open 
acts of sabotage, whole peoples 
are to be held as hostages, under 
a reign of terror unique in human 
history. 

Jewish Program. 

What is being done to the Jews 
may rapidly be extended to all 
eastern European and Balkan peo- 
ple under Hitler's sway. The Jew- 
ish program is complete extermi- 
nation; it involves 5,000,000 hu- 
man -beings who, after being re- 
moved from western and central 
Europe to the cast are being poi- 
soned, shot, gassed, and starved to 
death. This is an open policy, an- 
nounced by Dr. Goebbels, and as 
retaliation for our military war- 
fare. 

Its object is triple: to terrorize 
the Allies into negotiating a peace, 
playing on their humane feelings, 
and to create such a hatred of Ger- 
many in the world, that the Ger- 
man people will fear to revolt 
against Hitler, lest they all perish 
in the revenge that will follow. 
Added to these is the pathological 
nature of the German Fuebhrer, 
who can only see his own defeat 
as the last act of a Wagnerian 
dpera, with himself perishing in 
the midst of the destruction of the 


world. 
Gas Warfare. 


The present leadership of the 
German high command is capable 
of starting gas warfare against un- 
armed and helpless civilians, as 
well as against fighting enemies. 
We must be prepared for ruthless 
and even senseless warfare. For 
the object is no longer to wih vic- 
tory, by military means, but 
scare the world to death. The 
weakening of Germany’s military 
forces does not mean that their 
power to destroy civilization is 
weakened. 

This new situation demands that 
we think. We now have the means 
to win the war militarily, by a 
long war of exhaustion. But that 
is no answer to the Hitler plan of | 
wholesale and even zenseless de- 
struction. The only possibility of 
preventing this is by making a/| 
revolution in Germany. A revolu- 
tion in Germany requires; first, 
that a large portion of the nation 
is against the regime, and sec-

German Revolution? 


No revolution can be made in 
Germany without the collabora- 
tion of some military leaders. The 
Russian revolution could not other- 
wise have been made. It is forgot- 
ten by now that the Russian revo- 
lution began with a palace revolu- 
tion in Petrograd—with the mur- 
der of Rasputin by a Russian 
Prince Yussupofgf. 

What can we do to hasten such

Nevertheless there is gasoline for 
every legitimate need. 


The temporary cessation ‘in sales of the 
motor fuel was rendered necessary because of 
' the tremendous requirements of our navy and 
of the forces fighting in Africa. One bombing 
raid of 1,000 planes, for instance, requires ap- 
proximately a million gallons of high octane 
gas, the amount varying, of course, with the 
distance to be flown to the objective. 


There can be no doubt that every Ameri- 
can is willing, nay anxious, to give the last drop 
of gasoline in his own car’s tank if it is needed 
by our men flying planes and driving trucks 
and tanks in Tunisia. There can be no ques- 
tion on that point. 

There will be, however, some temptation to 
use gasoline needlessly, by many persons. This 
is unavoidable. It is not always easy to decide 
whether some particular car use is absolutely 
essential or no‘. There is temptation to give 
the benefit of the doubt to the side of com- 
fort and convenience. 

It would be well, therefore, if all of us would 
remember, always, that the gasoline we may 
needlessly use is always needed to motivate 
the mechanized forces we have sent into bat- 
tle or are training for the coming victory. That 
victory cannot come if our forces run short of 
gasoline.

nder the circumstances, the 
resignation of Leon Henderson as price administrator was a wise 
thing for him personally and a break for the Roosevelt admin- 
istration politically. 

The. incoming new congress, with its increased Republican mem- 
bership and its dissident conservative elements, 
was sure to be out gunning for him from the 
start. There was no assurance even that he 
would be able to get the necessary appropria- 
tions through for the proper functioning of his 
all-important agency. 

Mr. Henderson knew this no less than the 
President. Between them they talked the mat- 
ter over and decided that the best course was 
for the OPA head to resign and open the way 
for a new man to pick up where he left off. 
Senator Prentiss Brown, of Michigan, will be 
his successor. It hasn’t been officially con- 
firmed yet, but he has already agreed to accept 
the post. 

One condition the Michigan senator im- 
posed on his acceptance was that he be givéri.a 
wider latitude in effecting voluntary compli- 
ance with rationing. He will try to simplffy 
the regulations and make it easier for the pub- 

lic to conform. An effort will be made to get away from as much 
re control as possible. The public has been too resentful 
oO | i 

Mr. Roosevelt agreed to the*conditions. Hence, under Senator 
Brown, we may expect to see a general reorganization of the OPA 


which may apply to policy as well as personnel. 


NOT TO BLAME Mr. Henderson is by no means to blame 
yer ih for the OPA becoming the chief political 
liability of the Roosevelt administration. It was a thankless job to 
begin with, Any other man would probably have made as many 
or more mistakes than he did. The job of holding down price 
ceilings to prevent inflation was a tremendous undertaking alone. 
Added to this was the heavy responsibility and infinite detail of 
organizing rationing. Under his direction have been some 40,000 
men. Estimates are that it will take 90,000 to do the work properly. 

Mr. Henderson started out by offending congress with the man- 
ner he adopted for filling the various key positions under his 
agency. Senators and congressmen thought they should have been 
consulted over these appointments. The OPA administrator sought 
to do the job in a thoroughly nonpartisan way. He didn’t care 
whether a man was a Republican or a Democrat, so long as he 
seemed to be suit for the post.

He took the ammunition from their guns by acting first, 
just as he did recently in announcing from the abolishment of WPA, 
which was another agency that would have been the target of con- 
gressional attack. 

Instead of the field day that had been planned at Mr. Hender- 
son’s expense, the new congress will be introduced to a new OPA 
setup headed by one of its own very able ex-members. Senator 
Brown has served as a member of both the house and the senate 
and commands the wholesome respect of ‘both bodies. In addition, 
he is in no sense of the word to be catalogued as a strict New 
Dealer, though a Democrat of good standing with the White House. 

The two men are entirely different in type and in temperament. 
Senator Brown, defeated for re-election in the recent November 
balloting, is of the studious and serious type. NHenderson, on the 
other hand, is more bluntly spoken, hot-headed at times, and a bit 
on the flippant side. 

Nevertheless, the outgoing administrator handled the job about 
as well as anyone could be expected to at the start. His suc- 
cessor will be able to profit by a number of the mistakes that were 
inevitable in putting together such a far-flung organization. 


GOOD SOLDIER There is one final thing that can be said 
of Mr. Henderson. He took his medicine 
like a good soldier, uncomplaining. When his usefulness seemed 
to be destroyed, and it was apparent that he was becoming a 
political liability to the administration, he did not hesitate to step 
aside and give the President a free hand to name someone else. 

At a late date after he has recovered from some of the physical 
ills which contributed to his leaving, he will be brought back into 
the government, as the President has said. He may, therefore, be 
expected to render further useful service to the country.

by Secretary Knox. It means at least three times as many wounded 
—some of them only temporarily disabled, but many thousands 
crippled and disfigured for life. , 
_ In the meantime, in this first year of war, we have lost many 
fine ships, including most of our carriers, and spent many billions 
of dollars which must be repaid by the toil and privation of our 
children and grandchildren. No one now living will ever escape 
this war’s burdens. 

These things cannot be helped. They are part of the price we 
must pay to preserve our freedom and escape the tyranny of brutal 
foreign masters. We do not hesitate to pay the price—or even 
begrudge it—for the alternative is too dreadful even to consider. 

But we must not permit the price to become greater than it 
need be. To permit the sacrifice of one boy who might have been 
saved is murder. To do any selfish thing that will deny one boy 
his chance to live is unspeakably base. ° 

We have done wonders this first year. We have hurt the enemy 
more than he has hurt us. But we have only now begun to fight, 
and no one in high place even pretends that we are doing our best 
here.at home. 

Reports of victories have made us too sure of final triumph. 
We sink a dozen Jap cruisers and forget that Japan still has more 
than we have. We kill a few thousand Japs and forget the mil- 
lions of veterans we haven't met. 

We can lick them, and we shall win. The only question is the 
price—the number of boys who must die before the job is finished. 

If all of us do our utmost, today and every day, and if we 
force our leaders to do their utmost, we can shorten the war and 
cut the price. If we shirk, and if we tolerate inefficiency, jealousy 
favoritism and politics, we shall multiply the number of gold stars.

Thus far the Axis is believed 
to have approximately 25,000 men 
in Tunisia, reinforcing that total 
by air transport at a rate of 8,000 
troops weekly.

Glover, George C. Blount and Wil- ; 


liam B. Brantley, all charged with | 


mail fraud. | 
Federal indictments against five 
others also were nolle prossed., 


Glover, former superintendent 
of state convict forces, was under 
indictment for an alleged scheme 
to defraud the state on clothing 
and transportation provided for 
misdemeanor convicts on their dis- 
charge from prison camps, and to- 
gether with Brantley, former state 
highway engineer, was charged 
with a scheme whereby Brantley 
resigned his position with the state 
to enter the contracting business 
in order to get state highway con- 
tracts without competitive bidding. 

Blount, former assistant high- 
way engineer, was under three in- 
dictments involving an_ alleged 
scheme whereby he would receive 
commissions on purchases of gaso- 
line, oil-and grease from the Amer- 
ican Oil Company. He had been 
tried and convicted on one count 
of one of the indictments, but had 
won a motion for a new trial. 

Assistant United States Attor- 
ney James T. Manning, who pre- 
sented the nolle prosse action, told 
the court that the government had 
no additional evidence to present 
in the new trial. 

Glover, at present, is serving a 
federal sentence in Florida on 
charges involving construction of 
private houses on state property. 

Charges also were dismissed 
against Anthony L. Novak, last of 
24 defendants indicted in the fa- 
mous Kopald-Quinn case, the trial 
of which lasted five months in 
1937. Joseph A. Ricebaum, anoth- 
er defendant in the case, who 


drew sentences of three and two) 


years, had other charges in con- 


nection with the alleged stock 


market fraud, nolle prossed yes- 
terday.

CALCUTTA, India, Dec. 21.— 


(P)—The first Japanese air raid of

Sports’ Program 


GAINESVILLE, Fla., Dec. 21. 
(P)—The University of Florida 
will discontinue intercollegiate 
athletics for the remainder of 
the current school year upon 
completion of the basketball 
schedule. 

Dean W. H. Wilson, chairman 
of the faculty committee on ath- 
letics said today the entire 
spring sports program would be 
revised to place more emphasis 
on the university's physical fit- 
ness program and intramural 
competition, and would reach a 
larger proportion of the student 
body than heretofore. 

The regular second semester 
athletic fee for students has 
been cut by the board of control 
from $3.50 to $1.50 because of 
elimination of i intercollegiate 
competition in such sports as 
swimming, tennis, boxing, base- 
ball and track, all of which re- 
quired support from football re- 
ceipts and students’ fees.

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 21.—() 


“IT just jump up the balls and 
throw ‘em out on the field,” said 
a cautious Coach Henry Frnka to 
the Monday quarterbacks today. 
Tulsa’s head man, who traveled 
over from his Bay St. Louis, Miss., 
camp where the squad is training 
for its Sugar Bowl game with Ten- 
nessee, handled a barrage of ques- 


tions as masterfully as he’s han-

Bruins Gird To Halt

Out on the west coast, where the 
popeyed fanatics have a more thor- 
ough dislike for defeats than in 


most any other section of the foot- 
ball map, the U. C. L. A. Bruins 
have adopted this battle cry for 
the Rose Bow! skirmish in Pasa- 
dena New Year's Day: 

“Stop Frankie Sinkwich and 
we'll go marching through Geor- 
gia.” 

While they realize that Georgia 
has more than one football player, 
they regard the Bulldogs as a “one 
man team.” That is to say, if 
they can stop the No. 1 player of 
the nation they think they will 
turn back the 5-to-2 favorites and 
furnish one more upset to the long 
string already registered .n this 
hectic and very uncertain cam- 
paign. 

It is not a one-man team, Dut 
the Georgia offensive definitely is 
built around the famous triple 
threat man who electrified a ca- 
pacity crowd when he went on a 
scoring spree against Alabama and 
kept a record clean that was due 
for a smear that day up to the 
fourth quarter. in every game 
Georgia has won, the two-time All- 
American has been a shining star. 

THEY ARE RIGHT. 

Therefore there is justification 
of the belief of the Bruins that 
their task is to stop Sinkwich. No 
doubt they have been told of the 
result of such an act by the scout 
they sent to see him~- perform 
against Auburn—the only game 
Georgia lost in one of the major 
upsets of the year. 

Auburn Knew how to beat Geor- 
gia. It was to stop Frankie and 
the Auburn players did it. They 
smothered him when he tried to 
pass. They set their defense so he 
could not pull off any of his fa- 
mous runs. In short, they made 
him an ordinary football player 
that day and Auburn won.
